Pub manager stole to fund her gambling habit 

THIEF LEFT 
A NOTE TO 
SAY ‘SORRY’ 



Sarah-Jayne 
Ellis: gambling 
had spiralled 
out of control 


THE manager of a 
Sandwell pub who pock¬ 
eted £26,000 to fund her 
gambling habit left a 
note in the safe saying 
“sorry”, a court heard. 

Sarah-Jayne Ellis, aged 29, 
who managed The Myvod in 
Wednesbury, admitted theft 
when she appeared before 
Sandwell Magistrates Court 
in Warley last week. 

The court heard her gambling 
habit had spiralled out of control. 


She had written a note for col¬ 
leagues and left it in the safe before 
fleeing to Brighton. 

Prosecutor Miss Rosie Sivia said: 
“The defendant had been manager of 
The Myvod pub for the last 12 
months. On August 22 one of the 
deputy managers at the pub accessed 
the safe and found a letter which was 
dated that day from the defendant. It 
said she had been depressed and had 
been gambling and taking money 
from the safe. 

“Managers carried out an audit 
and reported the matter to police. 
The defendant handed herself in the 
following day. She was carrying a red 
bag with £2,000 in cash. In interview 
she admitted taking more than 


£26,000 from the pub safe over a 
week and a half.” 

Miss Sivia said Ellis had caught 
the train to Brighton after leaving 
the note but immediately boarded a 
returning train to hand herself in. 

Ellis spoke only to confirm her 
name and guilty plea during the 
hearing. Her solicitor Mr Parm 
Hayre said full mitigation will be put 
on her behalf when she is sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court next 
month. 

Ellis, of Arps Road, Codsall, was 
granted bail on condition she does 
not go to The Myvod or any casino 
and also resides at her home. 

She is due to be sentenced on Sep¬ 
tember 27. 


New college 
is off to a flyer 


STUDENTS at the new £77 
million Sandwell College will be 
flying high when they take lessons 
on board the body of a real aero¬ 
plane at the West Bromwich site. 

Travel and tourism students will see 
their classroom on the fourth floor of 
the building transformed for lessons 
inside the body of a former Boeing 737. 
The fuselage is being installed, and stu¬ 
dents will use the drop-down tables as 
desks for their laptops. The structure 
also has escape-route floor-lighting 
strips, overhead lockers and seats. 

Outside the fuselage, there will be a 
waiting area, check-in desk, galley area 
and trolley storage, so students have a 
realistic experience as air cabin crew. 

Graphics on the waiting area walls 
will show a typical runway scene and 
aircraft parking bay, resembling a real 
airport. 

The materials have been taken from 
a decommissioned aircraft. 


Sandwell College capital project 
director Sue Johnson said it was 
intended to make the experience as 
authentic as possible for students 
preparing for a career in the travel 
industry. She said: “The parts would 
normally be refurbished and sold on to 
other airlines but in this instance they 
will be fully refurbished and installed 
at the college. 

“The fuselage body will come with all 
of the equipment that a normal plane 
would have.” 

Along with travel and tourism, the 
fourth floor will be home to the sport 
and leisure and public services depart¬ 
ments, science labs, and a Microsoft 
Academy area. 

Work on the building in Spon Lane is 
nearing completion. Sandwell folk have 
dubbed it the ‘Big Dipper’ due to the 
building’s curved shape. 

Construction teams have been 
working on the interior and getting 
classrooms ready for staff.

Adam King, 23, of Kings Norton, Joshua Donald, 
26, of Kelsall Croft, Ladywood, Liam Young, 28, of 
Winson Green, Ian Beckford, 30, of Quinton, and a 
17-year-old boy, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, have all appeared at Birmingham Crown 
Court charged with murder. They were remanded 
in custody and will appear at Birmingham Crown 
Court on December 9.

Pauline and Ian Parsons welcomed Alfie, the Cavalier King Charles 
spaniel, back home after he was snatched by the opportunist thieves. 
The pair said it was a “massive relief’ to see their puppy again. 

A young couple from Coseley got in touch with Mr and Mrs Parsons after spot¬ 
ting a photograph of Alfie in the Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express & Star, 
on Monday of last week. He had been snatched the previous Thursday from 
Kelvin Way Trading Estate where Mr and Mrs Parsons work at the family-run 
franchise Metal Supermarket. The puppy had been with Pauline. The couple 
said they had bought the dog from a 
man in Wolverhampton for £150. 

Mrs Parsons said: “We cannot 
believe we have Alfie back. When he 
was taken from us, we didn’t think 
we’d ever see him again.” 

Police released CCTV images of the 
two opportunist thieves who snatched 
the dog at 2.30pm on Thursday from 
Kelvin Way Trading Estate where Mr 
and Mrs Parsons work. 

The pair were riding a motorbike in 
the industrial estate in West 
Bromwich, when they stopped. 

One of them leapt off the bike and 
grabbed the dog from a cage, and the 
pair sped off. .

“We had just been to the Sandwell 
Show putting up posters of Alfie when 
we got the call. As soon as we saw Alfie 
he recognised us. He started licking 
my husband’s face. 

“The young couple were really 
upset. They said they had bought the 
dog from a man and paid £150. 

“We are never going to let him go 
now. He is going to by our side at all 
times from now on.”

Recommending the application be 
approved, council officer Christine 
Phillips said the plan would “bring a 
vacant public house back into benefi¬ 
cial use”.

Recession 
sees fall in 
visitors to 
museum 

THE recession has hit visitor 
figures at the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Figures for the site in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, show 153,670 people attended 
between January and July — an 
average of just under 22,000 per month 
which is more than 3,000 down on the 
monthly figures of last year. 

Last year, an average of more than 
25,600 people flocked to the museum 
each month, with a yearly total of 
307,326. 

Bosses blamed the recession for fam¬ 
ilies feeling the pinch. Trustee of the 
museum and deputy leader of Dudley 
Council, Tim Wright’ said family 
budgets were being “squeezed” and 
they had less free cash. “People have to 
decide what is necessary to put on the 
table and what they can live without, 
and luxuries such as a day out at a 
museum will suffer,” he said. “It’s a 
cracking place and a fantastic day out.” 

Attractions 

Former trustee and new leader Les 
Jones added: “Attractions such as the 
museum bore up well during the early 
days of the recession, but it seems to 
have caught up with them now. 

“I’m sure the visitor numbers will 
pick up again as soon as the economy 
improves.” 

Museum chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said a recent report by the 
English Tourist Board, VisitEngland, 
showed paid-for attractions across the 
country had seen an overall reduction 
in visitor attendance this year. 

He said a range of offers and events 
have been introduced in coming weeks 
to try to boost numbers. 

Buyers sought for 
first new homes 

BUYERS are being sought for homes 
on sale on West Bromwich’s £1.1 
million Lyng Estate, eight months 
after work began on site. The three- 
storey, three-bed houses in Lyttleton 
Street have been named after West 
Bromwich Albion icons, including 
record goal-scorer Tony ‘Bomber’ 
Brown and Brendan Batson. 

The three-bed homes have been 
christened ‘Batson’ houses. 

The Lyng used to be a hotspot for 
anti-social behaviour and high unem¬ 
ployment and was blighted by crum¬ 
bling buildings. 

Swathes of the area were demol¬ 
ished, starting in 1999 and taking four 
years to complete. Last October the 
construction work finally began to 
build 364 homes. 


Appeal for friends 

THE chairman of the Friends of Red 
House Park has appealed for new 
members — saying future events at the 
Great Barr might have to be cancelled 
if more people do not come forward. 
Bill Gunn said when the group was 
first formed in 2002 there were 200 
members but now there are only six. 
“We want to keep going but it’s becom¬ 
ing increasingly hard,” he said. “I have 
turned 80, two other members are over 
70, and the others work all the time. 
The group will not fold but we need 
more people if we are to continue 
putting on activities.”

Grandmother fought off dog 


A DOG launched an hor¬ 
rific attack on a youngster in 
Smethwick after escaping 
from his owner’s garden, a 
court heard. 

The Staffordshire Bull Terrier- 
type dog, called Kilo, jumped on the 
seven-year-old boy and started 
biting him while the victim’s grand¬ 
mother fought the animal. 

Sandwell Magistrates Court last 
week heard it was the second time 
Kilo, who is owned by 25-yearlold 
Nashya McKenzie, had attacked 
someone. 

Prosecutor Mr Kulbir Paul said 
the young victim, who cannot be 


named for legal reasons, suffered 
bites to his leg that needed stitches. 

Events unfolded in Ada Road in 
Smethwick at 7.45am on August 25. 

The boy’s grandmother saw the 
dog had escaped through a hole in 
Mr McKenzie’s fence and, fearing it 
might be run over, took Kilo to her 
garden. 

When she went to return it to 
McKenzie’s house, also in Ada Road, 
the dog jumped on her grandson. 

Screamed 

Mr Paul said the grandmother, 
aged 51, kicked, punched and 
screamed in a desperate bid to get 
the dog off the youngster. 


She eventually got the dog to 
release his grip after she put her 
hand in his mouth. 

The crying boy ran into her living 
room and started crying but Kilo fol¬ 
lowed him inside and bit him on the 
foot before the attack finally ceased. 

The court heard the dog had 
attacked another person last year 
but the matter was resolved. 

McKenzie pleaded guilty to being 
the owner of a dog out of control in a 
public place. 

The case was adjourned for 
reports and McKenzie was bailed 
before sentencing on September 22. 


Industrial work was a 
factor in sudden death 


A FATHER-of-six thought to be perfectly healthy was 
found dead in bed at his Smethwick home, an inquest 
heard. 

Patrick Taylor’s body was discovered by his son, Jason, at 
their home in Fenton Street, Smethwick. 

Just hours before he died, the former factory worker had 
been in high spirits, celebrating a successful day at the races. 

At an inquest at the coroner’s office in Crocketts Lane last 
week, Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain concluded that 
the 50-year-old had died of heart failure. But he said a con¬ 
tributory factor was lung disease that Mr Taylor had con¬ 
tracted from years working in industry. 


‘Danger’ 
bus lane 
is axed 


A BUS lane on a busy 
Wednesbury road, which 
was described as “dan¬ 
gerous” by campaigners, 
should be gone for good 
this week. 

Residents feared someone 
could be seriously injured or 
killed on the stretch in High 
Bullen. In July they were 
successful in winning a 
campaign to have it 
removed. 

The revocation of the bus 
lane was due to come into 
force on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 7. 

The bus lane was 
described as a danger after 
motorists were repeatedly 
spotted using it to overtake 
other cars. 

Near-misses 

There were reports of 
near-misses with drivers 
correctly using the right 
hand lane before turning 
left into Church Hill, across 
the bus lane. 

The cost of removing 
signage and revoking the 
legal order for the lane, 
which was introduced in 
2004 as part of the 311/313 
bus showcase scheme, will 
cost Sandwell Council 
£15,000. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, gave 
final approval to remove the 
bus lane. 

A report prepared by 
highways officers stated 
just four buses an hour used 
the stretch and it was, 
therefore, not an efficient 
use of the road space. 

Cllr Rowley said: “It will 
help the traffic flow going 
towards and away from the 
M6 at junction nine. 

“There were only four 
buses an hour using that 
stretch of road, so for the 
length of time that the bus 
lane was in use in one hour 
was just a few minutes. 

“It seems more sensible to 
see it being used for general 
traffic.” 

Wednesbury North Coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan said: 
“We have been fighting for 
this for quite some time, so 
it is great news.” 


Killer carried gun 
to look important 


A FATHER who shot dead 
a Tipton plasterer is begin¬ 
ning a life sentence of at 
least 26 years for the 
murder. 

Jahmayne Meade shot Lee 
Douglas in the neck and back 
after finding him with his 
former girlfriend at a house in 
Bilston. 

Meade’s ex-girlfriend, Leanna 
Blake, had ignored text messages 
and calls from him. 

Sentencing Meade at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court last week, Mr 
Justice Butterfield told the father of 
one: “In fixing that period I am in no 
way attempting to put a value on 
the life of Lee Douglas. That life was 
priceless and you took it away.” 

Thursday’s hearing was told 
Meade, of Maidstone Road, Leices¬ 
ter, arrived at the home of one of 
Miss Blake’s friends on the corner of 
Arthur Road and Wellington Road 
shortly after midnight on November 
11. He discovered his ex with her 
new partner, 31-year-old Mr 
Douglas, from Tipton. 

Fight 

Mr Peter Greaves-Smith QC told 
the court there was a fight between 
the two men, during which Meade 
produced a 9mm pistol with a 
silencer and shot Mr Douglas. Miss 
Blake was hiding in a wardrobe. 

Meade fled the scene with three 
relatives before later getting a taxi 
to a friend’s house in Nottingham. 
He was arrested at his home in 
Leicester days later. 

Mr Justice Butterfield told the 
defendant: “You travelled from 
Leicester to Wolverhampton in 
order, you say, to try and persuade 
Miss Blake to become reconciled 
with you. I have to say that the evi¬ 
dence of how you were behaving in 
the minutes before you took the life 
of Lee Douglas leaves me in the 
gravest doubt that that was the real 
reason you came to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton.” 

Three of Meade’s relatives admit¬ 
ted assisting an offender and will be 
sentenced later.

Gunman posed with pistol on Facebook 


DETECTIVES have released an image 
of the murder weapon, which they say 
Jahmayne Meade carried to make him 
look “big and important”. 

CCTV images of Meade and his relatives on 
the fateful journey to the Bilston house that 
would become the scene of the killing of his 
ex-girlfriend’s new partner were also 
released, as Meade begins a life sentence 
behind bars. 

In November last year, carrying the 9mm 
pistol would become more than just bravado 
as he blasted 31-year-old Tipton man Lee 
Douglas dead as Meade’s terrified former girl¬ 
friend, Leanne Blake, hid in fear of her life. 

It emerged that the father-of-one had in the 
past posed for photographs brandishing the 
gun. Meade posted pictures of himself with 


the pistol on Facebook, the social networking 
site on which he had also met Miss Blake. 

She would later end that stormy relation¬ 
ship and started a romance with Mr Douglas, 
infuriating Meade who claims he was desper¬ 
ate for reconicilation. 

Meade used the pistol, which was fitted 
with a silencer, to shoot four times at Mr 
Douglas after Miss Blake had ignored texts 
and phone calls from Douglas. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard that a 
number of images showing Meade posing with 
the gun and ammunition were discovered on a 
memory stick when he was arrested. 

He had told Miss Blake that he armed 
himself with the weapon because he “did not 
trust people” when leaving his home city of 
Leicester. 

Prosecutor Mr Peter Greaves-Smith QC 


Speaking after the hearing, Mr Taylor’s 23-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Lisa Taylor said: “The whole thing has been a massive 
shock. I can’t put into words what it’s like to lose a dad. He was 
a good, loving man. I would urge anyone who has relatives 
who have worked in industry to get their health checked.” 

Mr Taylor was found dead on March 17. Two days before his 
death he had been to the horse races at Cheltenham with two 
friends and won £200. The day after he went with his family 
to the Sampson Lloyd pub in Cape Hill to celebrate. He left at 
3pm and went to bed and was found by son Jason at 8am. 

“There was no signs at all anything was wrong,” added 
mother-of-two Miss Taylor. 

“He was laughing and 
joking. He was as fit as a 
fiddle.” 

Miss Taylor said her 
father had held various jobs 
in Tipton and Smethwick 
including one as a welder 
and one emptying skips. 

Silica 

A post mortem revealed 
evidence of heart failure. 
Tests also showed he had 
contracted his lung infec¬ 
tion after being exposed to 
silica. 

Recording that Mr Taylor 
had died a natural death, 
Mr Balmain said: “It seems 
likely that the exposure to 
silica has been in the course 
of his work. The appropriate 
verdict is to record he died of 
natural causes contributed 
to by an industrial disease 
which was caused by his 
work.”

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Home start getting food waste buckets 


Anger over ice rink 


HOMES in Sandwell started getting 
their food waste bins this week. The “food 
recycling service” will see householders 
keep kitchen scraps in the home. 

All 128,000 households in the borough 
will have the buckets by January. Under the 
plans, residents will have to sort rubbish 
four ways. This will be garden waste, dry 
recycling, food waste and rubbish. 

Two buckets will be given to each home, a 
five litre container for the kitchen where 
food scraps and peelings will be collected 
and a 25-litre bin for the garden, into which 


the kitchen will be emptied. Serco, which 
runs the borough’s £650 million waste con¬ 
tract, will be delivering the new bins to 
around 7,500 properties a week. 

As part of the improvements, blue lid 
recycling collections will also become 
weekly. This follows the introduction of new 
collection days during the summer which 
means that, for the first time, residents now 
have all their bins picked up on the same 
day of the week. 

A leaflet will be sent to residents a week 
before their bins are delivered, notifying 


them of the change in service. Councillor 
Derek Rowley, Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said: 
“Residents will have a new household bin to 
use instead of black sacks which can split or 
get ripped by animals and generally make a 
mess of the streets. 

“The food recycling containers will help 
people to save money as they will see how 
much food they throw away.” 

The changes are part of wider plans to 
modernise waste, recycling and street 
cleaning services in the borough. 


DEVELOPERS have been 
criticised for dropping plans 
for an ice rink as part of a long- 
awaited £140 million pound 
shopping and leisure scheme 
planned in Oldbury. 

The rink would have been 
the only one of its kind in the 
region but plans for the 
Oldbury Shopping Park devel¬ 
opment have been scaled back 
and it has been dropped. 

Keith Horton, chief execu¬ 


tive of the National Ice 
Skating Association, said: 
““I’m very surprised to see it 
being taken out, especially 
now when we see temporary 
rinks springing up.” 

Oldbury Councillor Susan 
Downing said: “I’m disap¬ 
pointed the developer has 
made this decision. Those sort 
of facilities are really needed 
in our area as there’s nothing 
like this nearby.”

“The only reasons we would not be 
able to use it every week would be if 
the conditions became too bad to use 
and that’s going to be down to the 
winter weather. 


“Residents have welcomed this 
scheme.

Lewisham Park, which is just over a 
quarter of a mile from The Hawthorns, 
will take around 500 cars and was first 
used for Albion’s first home game 
against Manchester United. 

Council chiefs are currently 
drawing up £20,000 plans for double 
yellow lines and signage on roads near 
the club to stop matchday parking 
problems.

He was a professor there for 15 
years. Mr Brookes died on August 4 
while back in the Black Country to 
visit his mother and was laid to rest at 
Ogerous in France on August 23. He 
leaves a wife, Dominique, three sons 
and two grandchildren.

Counterfeit couple 
pay price over DVDs 


THEY lived a lavish lifestyle with expensive purchases and 
holidays abroad. But Oldbury couple Simon and Trudy Evans 
are now facing the consequences after making £240,000 from 
setting up a fake DVD business. 

Engineering firm supervisor Mr Evans began a 21-month jail sen¬ 
tence Hast week for making the DVDs while receptionist Mrs Evans, 
who laundered their ill-gotten gains, was handed a 36-week sus¬ 
pended sentence for the next two years. She will also have to do 100 
hours unpaid work. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the couple spent£25,000 on their daugh¬ 
ter’s wedding and bought a car — a £17,000 Honda FRV - plus a personalised 
number plate saying S15TRU with the money they made.Evans previously 
admitted 32 counts of counterfeiting DVDs and CDs plus five counts of trans¬ 
ferring criminal funds. His admitted five counts of money laundering. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on behalf of Sandwell Council, said: “The 
Evans’ were plainly living well beyond their means with criminal monies being 
used on luxuries including expensive holidays, motor vehicles, home improve¬ 
ments and electronics that they would simply never have been in a position to 
afford without the criminal funds generated from the counterfeiting operation.”

Trading Standards officers raided 
their home in Borough Crescent on 
November 27, 2008, and found the 
house had been transformed into a mini 
counterfeiting factory. They found 
copying equipment as well as thou¬ 
sands of fake DVDs and music CDs, 
which included Hollywood films 
Quantum of Solace and Fantastic Four, 
TV box sets and pornographic movies. 

The business, thought to have been 
running since 2003, had thousands of 
customers and the online operation 
required people to enter a password. 

Four separate bank accounts were 
used, including one in the name of 
their daughter Abigail Nemedi, of 
Edison Way, Nottingham. 

Arrested 

She was arrested at Nottingham 
University and had faced three counts 
of money laundering. No evidence was 
offered and she was found not guilty. 

Sentencing the pair, Recorder 
Malcolm Morse, said: “Not only was 
this counterfeiting business your prin¬ 
cipal source of income but it was a com¬ 
mercially run enterprise taking the 
place of your legitimate work.” 

After the case Sandwell’s deputy 
trading standards manager Bob Charn- 
ley said: “This case was far more than a 
chancer on Sunday afternoon selling 
some DVDs. Simon Evans’s operation 
was so sophisticated that he created a 
website that was made to look like you 
were at a fishing lake which was actu¬ 
ally code as to how to purchase counter¬ 
feit DVD’s, games pornographic 
material and music. Individuals were 
only able to access the website through 
express invitation and with a pass¬ 
word which Simon Evans provided.” 

Mr Charnley said both Simon and 
Trudy Evans enjoyed a lifestyle which 
included exotic holidays, new cars, 
extensions on property, new kitchen

and art deco wallpaper throughout 
their home which also included a com¬ 
plete marble bathroom suite. He said 
they had both laundered the funds they 
made through this criminal venture 
which he said trading standards would 
now seek to redress through a proceeds 
of crime application. 

Mr Charnley added: “The message 
we wish to convey is no matter how 
sophisticated you may think a crimi¬ 
nal operation is we will work tirelessly 
to identify any individuals found to be 
committing these offences.”

Settlement 
for woman 
in bungled 
procedure 

A MOTHER-OF-TWO from Tipton 
has won a substantial payout after she 
lost more than nine pints of blood 
during a Caesarian procedure at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

Naurin Ahmed needed three emer¬ 
gency operations and a hysterectomy, 
which will leave her unable to have 
more children, after her uterus was 
torn while giving birth to Muhammed. 

But the tear went unnoticed by 
medical staff and the 43-year-old has 
now won a settlement from Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

“The birth of our child should have 
been one of the happiest days of our life 
but it turned into a nightmare,” said 
the former Sandwell Council designer. 

Mrs Ahmed said she had to be 
treated with morphine for five days 
and that the bungled procedure, which 
was carried out in September 2007, left 
her unable to see her newborn son. 

Mrs Ahmed’s security guard 
husband, Tamseel, said he thought his 
wife might die. “It was the worse 
moment I have ever been through,” he 
added. 

The couple, who married in 2003 and 
also have a six-year-old daugher, 
Maryam, plan to use the payout from 
the trust to try to adopt another child. 

The trust said: “Patient safety is the 
highest priority for the trust and we 
have reinforced all our procedures.”

£9,000 gate 
scheme to 
stop trouble

“It’ll be a question of whether we can find 
the money and if it can be justified,” he said.

Sandwell Council spent £2,500 fitting 
gates to secure alleys in Apsley Road, 
Oldbury, after residents reported similar 
problems.

Cup medals theft 
has family reeling

A FAMILY has been 
devastated by the 
theft of the FA Cup 
winner’s medals of a 
stalwart father and 
son who represented 
West Bromwich 
Albion. 

Fred and Alan Everiss 
were the backbone of Albion 
for more than a century. The 
medals were stolen on a raid 
on a family member’s home 
in Great Wyrley, near 
Cannock. 

Thieves broke into the 
home of 66-year-old Pam 
Everiss while she was on 
holiday, also taking thou¬ 
sands of pounds of jewellery. 

Alan Everiss, her late 
father-in-law, was a director 
and secretary at the 
Hawthorns for more than 65 
years. One of the stolen 
medals was his. It was pre¬ 
sented to him after the 
club’s Wembley triumph 
over Everton in 1968.

Top posts go in 
cull of council’s 
senior managers 

A SHAKE-UP of senior managers at Sandwell 
Council to save £2.5 m illi on a year has finished, with 
the authority shedding a total of 36 posts. 

The authority began trimming down its top tier of man¬ 
agement from 26 to 14 to save £l.lm in April last year 
before an extra director left the authority this year, leaving 
a 13-strong board in charge. 

The second stage has seen the axe fall on the next level, 
cutting the total numbers of senior managers by more than 
a third from 99 to 63. 

The restructure also saw a review of pay grades. The 
authority is battling to save £75m by 2015. 

This move is saving £2.5m a year in senior management 
and administrative costs. 

Council leader Councillor Darren Cooper promised a 
management restructure “from the top down” to achieve 
savings and the latest phase of cuts are the end of a scheme 
set in motion more than a year ago. 

Significant 

He said: “We have done further de-layering on top of 
these changes and made further significant savings, 
taking the total figure to around £2.5m. 

“I made it very clear when I became leader of the council 
that I thought there were far too many managers and set 
about an efficiency agenda given the massive cuts we had 
to make. 

“That efficiency agenda started at the top, rather than 
bottom up.”

Town plan 
to relocate 
station is 
put on hold 

PLANS to move a train station in Smethwick 
to tie in with the town’s multi-million pound 
regeneration plans have been put on ice. 

Transport authority Centro had said Smethwick 
Rolfe Street station could relocate to Soho Way, 
closer to Birmingham, as part of development 
planned for the town. 

It would help residents at two new housing develop¬ 
ments, and it could improve access to the £370 million 
Midland Metropolitan hospital due to be built in Grove 
Lane. 

Centro said the move was possible as part of a future rail 
development plan, which would need to be developed with 
Sandwell Council. 

But council regeneration chief Councillor Ian Jones has 
said the initiative would not be possible until more cash 
was available. 

He said: “Funding has been dramatically reduced by 
Government for local authorities, and without that money 
you cannot deliver schemes of this scale. 

“It is an aspiration for the future but it would need sig¬ 
nificant investment and I can’t see where that’s coming 
from. The likelihood the station will move in the near 
future is remote.” 

Councillor Jones said moving the station would be recon¬ 
sidered once the new hospital was built and the housing 
developments completed.

Age UK shop struck 
by theft once again 


A SANDWELL charity shop 
is counting the cost after it was 
targeted by thieves for the 
second time in a month. 

Thieves broke into Age UK in 
Wednesbury causing thousands of 
pounds worth of damage. 

They smashed doors and made off 
with thousands of pounds worth of 
stock. It follows another break-in 
around four weeks ago and shop 
bosses have described the latest theft 
as “soul destroying”. 


Assistant manager Jean Bowker, 
who has worked at the Union Street 
store for six years, said: “It is the 
second time in a month we have been 
broken into. 

“Last time they didn’t take any¬ 
thing, but this time they have really 
gone to town. 

“They have taken a new computer 
system from upstairs that we have 
just had fitted and the monitor from 
behind the till, jewellery, DVDs, a lot 
of new goods that the charity buys in 
like toiletries, gift packs, new pyjamas 
and socks. 


“It is a few thousands pounds worth 
of stock.” The shop employs two 
members of staff and has 12 volun¬ 
teers. 

Mrs Bowker, aged 66, said she was 
first alerted to the break-in, which 
happened overnight on Friday, by her 
manager. 

“The back door was smashed in,” 
she said. “The manager turned up and 
rang me at about 7.15am and I came to 
help her out. 

“The biggest problem is that most 
charities these days do buy in new 
goods and that is what they have tar¬ 
geted. 

Mrs Bowker added: “I feel 
really angry. There is so 
much time and energy given 
to this shop from the volun¬ 
teers and the staff and we 
are subject to this all the 
while, it is soul destroying.” 

Wednesbury South ward 
councillor Michael Middle- 
ton, said he was now calling 
on police to install a dome 
hawk camera in the area to 
improve security.

New plans for former club 


CARLTON Care group manager, Tony 
Billingham, has said plans are now being 
looked at as how to use an ex-servicemen’s 
club in Smethwick which closed because to 
falling member numbers. 

Carlton Care Group, which owns the 
neighbouring Poplars Nursing Home has 
bought the Smethwick Ex-Servicemen’s 
Club site for £340,000. 

Architects are now drawing up plans for 
the site of the former club which could see 
it merged with the care home. 

The South Road club which is in the 
Paxton House building had been part of the 


town for more than 90 years. But bosses 
decided to sell it earlier this year, saying the 
business was unsustainable due to falling 
member numbers and dwindling income. 

Mr Billingham said the club being put up 
for sale was an opportunity for expansion. 

“We have to decide what we are going to 
do. Whether we will knock it down and 
build a new nursing home, we don’t know. 

“The club is twice as big as the nursing 
home so we have got a few options —whether 
to demolish and build a new one, or join the 
two together. Our architect is looking at it. 
No decisions have been made yet.”

Campaign is 
launched on 
lung disease 


THOUSANDS of 
people in Sandwell are 
unaware they have a 
potentially deadly lung 
disease, health experts 
warned today. 

Chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease - an 
umbrella term for chronic 
bronchitis, emphysema 
and chronic obstructive 
airways disease - kills 
more people in the UK 
each year than bowel, 
breast or prostate cancer. 

About 6,000 people in 
Sandwell were diagnosed 
with the progressive ill¬ 
ness between April 2008 
and March 2010 but it is 
believed there are more 
than 7,000 in the borough 
currently unaware they 
have it. 

Now Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals 
Trust, which manages 
Sandwell Hospital as well 
as Rowley Regis Hospital, 
has launched a campaign 
to raise awareness. Anna 
McCall, a senior respira¬ 
tory clinician at The Lyng 
Health Centre in West 
Bromwich, said: “Sandwell 
is a hotspot for Chronic 
obstructive pulmonary 
disease. 

“It’s partly because it’s 
an area of deprivation com¬ 
pared with the rest of the 
country. It has a history of 
people working in industry 
- which can contribute to 
the disease — and it is also 
an area with a high 
smoking population. 

“Chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease is a 
slow progressive disease 
and people can have it for 
years without realising. 
Many people who have the 


disease in the mild or early 
stage dismiss the symp¬ 
toms as an inevitable sign 
of becoming ‘out of shape’, 
getting older or think it is 
just a smoker’s cough. 

“In fact, many will only 
discover they have COPD 
when they need to go into 
hospital because their 
symptoms suddenly 
become much worse.” 

Chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease, which 
causes about 25,000 deaths 
a year in the UK, normally 
affects people over the age 
of 35 who are, or who have 
been, smokers. The main 
symptoms are shortness of 
breath and a cough you 
cannot rid of. People with 
the disease have trouble 
breathing in and out, 
known as airflow obstruc¬ 
tion. 

Smoke 

Their lungs become 
inflamed due to irritation, 
usually from cigarette 
smoke. It can lead to lung 
failure and heart disease. 

As part of the trust’s 
Know it Check it Treat it 
campaign, screening events 
have been held in the 
borough. Dr Imtiaz Ahmed, 
a respiratory consultant at 
Sandwell & West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
said: ‘We are encouraging 
everyone in Sandwell at 
risk of the disease to Know 
it — by recognising the main 
symptoms of shortness of 
breath and persistent 
cough; Check it - by seeing 
their doctor or nurse if they 
experience any of these 
symptoms; and Treat it—by 
managing the disease effec¬ 
tively and making lifestyle 
changes.”

Provider hunt for 
doomed nurseries 


NEW providers are being sought to 
run two closure-hit nurseries in 
Sandwell. 

More than 100 youngsters will be left 
without a nursery after the borough’s 
primary care trust announced plans to close 
two sites, with the loss of 28 jobs. 

The day facilities run by the trust within 
children’s centres at Uplands Primary 
School, Smethwick and Friar Park Primary 
School, Wednesbury, are to close this month. 
The closures are due to changes in govern¬ 
ment policy, meaning the primary care trust 
can no longer run nurseries itself. 

Now Sandwell Council is working with the 
schools to re-open the nurseries under new 
leadership. 

Cabinet member for children and families, 
Councillor Bob Badham, said he wanted to 
reassure parents that the council wanted to 
help the schools to re-open both nurseries, as 
well as helping parents find new places for 
their children in the meantime. 

He said: “These nurseries have been kept 
running by subsidies from the PCT. Now the 
PCT can no longer run these nurseries, and 
equally Sandwell Council cannot afford to 
take them over and pump money into subsi¬ 
dising nursery places. 

Reassure 

“To continue to provide childcare, these 
nurseries have to be made financially viable 
and not reliant on subsidy and Sandwell 
Council is simply not in a financial position to 
subsidise these places. 

“But what we are doing is helping the two 
schools to either run the nurseries them¬ 
selves or find an organisation to run the nurs¬ 
eries on the schools’ behalf. We can also help 
parents of children at Uplands and Friar 
Park nurseries who need to make new 
arrangements for childcare by calling our 
Family Information Service. 

“I would also like to reassure everyone that 
the two children’s centres on the sites at 
Uplands and Friar Park are not affected by 
the closure of the nurseries.” 

Parents have been left worried about child¬ 
care provision after the announcement that 
the Sure Tots Manor, Uplands, and Lond¬ 
onderry nursery, Thompson Road, Smeth¬ 
wick and Our Place Sure Start nursery, Friar 
Park Road, will close at the end of September.

Prison for 
kidnap role 

A MAN involved in a 
kidnap plot which saw a 
plumber bundled into 
the back of a van and a 
knife held to his throat 
has been jailed for more 
than four years. 

Michael Mendez waited 
for a pair of plumbers with 
four other men at a property 
in West Bromwich in 
January after they were 
lured on the pretext of fixing 
a boiler. 

Mendez and the other 
masked men pounced on the 
plumbers, threatening 
them with a knife, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard last week. Mendez, 
aged 31, of no fixed address, 
admitted charges of kidnap 
and robbery. Two women, 
Kirsty Owen, aged 18, and 
Leanne Teague, 19, also 
admitted charges of kidnap 
and robbery at court on 
Friday but were not jailed. 

Escape 

One of the victims 
managed to escape but the 
other was bundled into the 
back of his own van and 
demands were made for 
money from him. Police offi¬ 
cers arrived and the trio 
were arrested. 

Mendez was sentenced to 
52 months in prison. Owen 
and Teague were given two- 
year community orders 
each and ordered to do 200 
hours of unpaid work.

A POSTMAN has 
appeared in court charged 
with delaying more than 
5,000 postal packets while 
working in the Black 
Country. Shane Sohanpal, 
of Oldacre Road, Oldbury, 
was at Warley Magistrates 
Court charged with inten¬ 
tionally delaying 2,819 
addressed and 2,346 door- 
to-door postal packets 
between May 19 and June 
16. The 27-year-old did not 
enter a plea and the case 
was adjourned.

Kishan. He already owns a Renault Clio but has decided 
instead to put the new plate on his mother’s upmarket 
Audi A5. “I absolutely love my new number plate,” said 
Kritesh. “I love the fact its unique. It means something to 
me. It’s my family name. I’m proud of my family name and 
I like the exclusivity of it.” 

Kritesh, whose parents run their a business buying and 
selling heavy haulage machinery, bought his number plate 
from a DVLA auction in Oxford. It cost £13,000 and he gave 
the remaining £7,000 back to his parents. 

He is the fourth person in his family to buy one. His 
father Kishan has the plate HARI27N because he has two 
sisters and seven brothers. His 17-year-old brother Devan 
has the plate X18DKH, highlighting his birthday on 
January 18, while his older brother Nitesh, 27, has the 
plate 1NKH, his and his father’s initials. 

Kritesh is studying accounting and finance at 
Northampton University and says he does not need a car.

Man, 29, 
is jailed 
for fake 
firearm 

A MAN who bran¬ 
dished an imitation 
firearm on a West 
Bromwich street has 
been jailed for 12 
months. 

Latvian-born Edward 
Punculis kept the fake 
weapon tucked into the 
waistband of his trousers 
during the argument in 
June last year. 

The 29-year-old, of Clif¬ 
ford Road, had been one of a 
number of men at a property 
in Hayes Street in the town 
who had been confronted by 
landlord Asam Kahn about 
unpaid rent, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

The court was previously 
told that Mr Kahn had gone 
to the property in Hayes 
Street and realised that a 
number of items were 
missing from the house. 
Punculis retreated when 
discussions turned heated 
and returned with the 
genuine-looking gun. 

He pleaded guilty to being 
in possession of an imitation 
firearm with intent to cause 
Mr Kahn to believe unlaw¬ 
ful violence was going to be 
used against him. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defend¬ 
ing, told the court: “In the 
first instance he was told to 
deal with the matter amica¬ 
bly. That did not work. 
There was then a heated 
argument. I accept it looks 
very much like a real gun.” 

He added Punculis put 
the gun away before the 
police were called and offi¬ 
cers arrested him on the 
scene. 

Judge Martin Walsh told 
Punculis: “I have seen the 
imitation firearm. It is 
clearly not a toy.”

A^story of sex, rock ’n’ roll 
and lousy decision making 


KILLING BONO (PG) 

BASED on Neil McCormick’s 
autobiography this tale of fate, 
sex, drugs, rock ’n’ roll and being 
the worst decision maker in the 
world is too bizarre not to be true. 

This is the story of two Irish brothers 
Neil and Ivan McCormick, played by 
Ben Barnes and Robert Sheehan 
respectively, who miss the chance to be 
part of the world’s biggest band. 

Neil makes a decision for Ivan, unbe¬ 
known to his brother, when Bono offers 
to make him part of the burgeoning 
rock group that eventually goes on to 
be U2. 

After making this cataclysmically 
stupid decision Neil, with Ivan in tow, 
sets out to make it in the fickle world of 
the music industry determined for his 
own part to be a success and to cover 
his own tracks so his brother never 
finds out how he determined his fate. 

Nemisis 

The brothers and their band strug¬ 
gle while all the time Neil is reminded 
of his nemesis, Bono et al, growing to 
be a global phenomenon playing stadi¬ 
ums all over the world, while they 
struggle to fill local community halls. 

As they move to London and become 
more and more enmeshed in the seedy 
world of the industry, their journey is 
further complicated by being 
bankrolled by a local Dublin murderer, 
played by Bill Bailey lookalike Ralph 
Brown, who is keen to see a return on 
his investment. 

Throw into the pot a predatory, 
homosexual landlord, camped up won¬ 
derfully by an obviously ailing Pete 
Postlethwaite; a music promoter who 
is here today and gone tomorrow and 
doesn’t even like rock music, and a psy¬ 
chotic henchman who, although not 
too bright, has a penchant for using 
guns and you have a surreal journey 
that exposes the vagaries of life, the 
bizarre and rollercoaster world of rock 
’n’ roll and how sometimes fates deals 
a hand that slaps you right in the face. 

Neil McCormick is really a small fish 
in a sea of sharks and his decision 
making is the worst since Adolf 
Hitler’s parents decided to buy a bottle

of Riesling instead of a condom and 
even when redemption stares him in 
the face he still manages to mess 
things up. 

Killing Bono is not a laugh out loud 
kind of film but it’s well worth watch¬ 
ing and does have some great one 
liners such as: “You can’t boo me, I 
went to Eton.” . 

Killing Bono is out now.

This little known early outing 
for Al Pacino is a gritty, reality- 
style film which shows the seedy 
sub-culture of drugs, prostitution 
and crime. 

The Panic was banned in the UK 
until recently for its graphic portrayal 
of drug use some of which, even 40 
years on, is still uncomfortable to 
watch. 

Pacino is Bobby a drug user, dealer 
and hustler who hooks up with Helen 
played by Kitty Winn. She is drawn 
into the world of Pacino’s charismatic 
character being introduced to pimps, 
prostitutes, addicts, pushers and crim¬ 
inals like some bizarre networking 
exercise. 

The Panic is filmed without a music 
soundtrack in a Ken Loach-style 
realism and is as seedy and uncompro¬ 
mising as contemporaries such as Mid¬ 
night Cowboy or Serpico. 

Throughout the film Pacino shows 
the brooding style and acting talent 
which went on to earn him the part in 
The Godfather. 

This is not your usual Hollywood 
fare - there are no heroes or villains 
and no happy endings. 

Surviving 

This stripped-back look at how this 
subculture goes about surviving day to 
day, living hand to mouth and for the 
next fix, hustling anyone and everyone 
is just presented as a way of life. 

As Helen is exposed to the darker 
side of Bobby’s life which is constantly 
overshadowed by the local police deter¬ 
mined to bust the drugs rings, she is 
dragged down into her own addiction 
and prostitution eventually selling out 
everything she values, even Bobby. 

Be warned this is not a feel-good film 
but it is a stark warning of a whole 
strata of society which exists but most 
people choose to ignore until it spills 
over into their comfort zone. 

Extras include, interviews with 
director Jerry Schatzberg and writer 
Joan Didion. 

The Panic in Needle Park was 
due for release September 5.

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Put in pansies and other winter and spring plants now It’s important to keep up with the garden weeding 

Cool customers are 


ready before winter 


Y ES, it is possible that the rest 
of September could be 
scorching, but this is the UK, 
so most of us will be thinking about 
putting the garden furniture away 
and covering up the barbecue for 
another year. 

September is an ideal time for a great 
garden tidy-up, while it’s still warm 
enough to work outdoors comfortably 
before the inevitable freezing weather 
sets in. If you’ve returned from holiday 
to withered summer bedding and dried- 
up pots, bite the bullet and empty them 
on the compost heap, replacing them 
with aspring display. 

Plant bulbs, pansies, heathers and 
other winter and spring stalwarts to 
brighten up your outlook. If you’re not 
going to use your containers for winter 
displays, clean them out, wipe them 
down and put them away. 

Some gardeners tend to be more 
relaxed about disease control at the end 
of the season, but ignore them at your 
peril. Cut off or prune out affected parts 
of diseased plants and bum or dispose 
of them. Pest control is also important. 
Be aware that many biological controls 
become less reliable when the temper¬ 
ature drops as the insects will multiply 
more slowly. Take off shoots on plants 
which are infested with greenfly or 
blackfly and dispose of them. 

It’s also important to keep up with the 



If crops have finished, clear the land 


weeding because otherwise they are 
likely to shed seeds, creating a hotbed 
of more weeds next year. 

Continue to deadhead roses and cut 
back finished summer-flowering peren¬ 
nials, removing supports which 
propped up the plants which have 
stopped flowering. These can be 
cleaned with a mild detergent and put 
away until next year. 

The vegetable garden should still be 
producing rich pickings of French and 
runner beans, salad crops, courgettes 


and sweetcorn, but if you have time, 
clear away spent crops to create vacant 
rows, dig over the ground and refill the 
spare space with autumn and winter 
crops as soon as possible. 

Give the greenhouse a spring-clean, 
emptying it of staging, plants and 
rubbish and give it a good clean with 
hot, soapy water, which will help flush 
out pests and diseases and prepare the 
area for overwintering tender plants. 

If you’re putting plants back in there, 
try to space them out to allow good 
airflow around them which will help stop 
the build-up of diseases such as soft rot 
and mildew. 

Garden furniture can also be cleaned 
at this time of year on fine days, to save 
you a job next spring. Teak furniture 
should be washed with a mild mixture of 
soap and water and it is best if you use 
a soft utility brush to remove surface 
dirt. Rinse the furniture thoroughly after 
cleaning and allow it to dry completely 
before putting it away for the winter. 

September is also a good time to 
prune cane fruits such as loganberries 
and tayberries, cutting off the fruited 
canes to about 6in (15cm) from the 
ground. 

Of course, once you’ve done all this, 
the sun may come out and you may 
haveto unpack a deck chair ortwo ifthe 
summer turns out to be an Indian one - 
but you’ll be streets ahead when spring 
arrives.

THE 2011 Frankfurt Motor Show will play host to four 
high-performance Audi S models sharing one new 
eight-cylinder engine. The new powerplant enables 
them to counterbalance outputs of up to 520PS with 
the potential for up to 29mpg. 

The new bi-turbo V8, incorporating cylinder-on-demand 
technology and a host of other advances, replaces the natu¬ 
rally aspirated VI0 FSI engine in the all-new S6, S6 Avant and 
S8 models, and in the process improves economy by as 
much as 25 per cent. It is also at the heart of a completely 
new addition to the S quattro Series - the new S7 Sportback. 

In the S6 and S6 Avant the new 4.0-litre, twin-turbo V8 
delivers ample power with fuel economy in keeping with the 
times. It appears here in 420PS form, and provides a con¬ 
stant 550Nm of torque from 1,400 to 5,300rpm, enough to 
catapult the S6 from 0 to 62mph in 4.8 seconds and the S6 
Avant in 4.9 seconds, and to spur them on to an electronically 
governed top speed of 155mph. 

Performance 

The 4.0 TFSI brings Audi’s downsizing strategy to the high- 
performance class. Compared to the 5.2-litre VI0, it offers 
even stronger performance while reducing fuel consumption 
by as much as 25 per cent. Average fuel consumption is 
29.1 mpg in the S6 and 28.8mpg in the S6 Avant, well above 
that of the competition. 

The two new S models are fitted as standard with adaptive 
air suspension in its firmer “sport” configuration. The tautly 
tuned air suspension with variable damping lowers the body 
by 10mm, and provides for highly precise handling without 
compromising comfort. Four 19-inch cast aluminium wheels 
in a unique five parallel spoke design frame the black calipers 
of the powerful front and rear internally ventilated disc 
brakes, which can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic discs 
as an option. 

The Audi S7 Sportback uses the same engine as the S6 
and S6 Avant - the new 4.0 TFSI with 420PS and 550Nm of 
torque. The twin-turbo V8 accelerates the five-door coupe 
from 0 to 62mph in 4.9 seconds, and top speed is limited to 
155mph. The cultivated eight-cylinder, which uses Audi’s 
“cylinder on demand” technology under part load, achieves 
an impressive combined economy figure of 29.1 mpg. 

The S7 Sportback is fitted as standard with adaptive air 
suspension sport and the Audi drive select dynamics 
system. Mounted behind the 19-inch wheels are large, inter¬ 
nally ventilated disc brakes front and rear. Their black 
calipers are stamped with S7 logos at the front. Carbon fibre- 
ceramic discs are available as an option. Other chassis 
options include 20-inch wheels and dynamic steering, which 
varies its ratio as a function of speed. 

Sublime 

The Audi S8 is the new head of the Audi S model family - 
a large and luxurious saloon that can deliver sublime comfort 
or supreme excitement as required. The new 4.0-litre TFSI in 
the S8 generates no less than 520PS and delivers a constant 
650Nm of torque to the crankshaft between 1,700 and 
5,500rpm. The result is outstanding performance: the sprint 
from zero to 62mph takes just 4.2 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically capped at 155mph. 

This makes the fuel consumption of the sonorous and 
smooth twin-turbo V8 all the more amazing: It averages 
27.7mpg on the combined cycle, a considerable gain over its 
competitors, and its predecessor - the 5.2-litre VI0 in the 
previous S8 posted 21.4mpg in the equivalent test. This has 
been achieved despite a 70PS increase in output. 

The new Audi S8 strikes its impressive balance between 
performance and efficiency with the combined technologies 
of the Audi modular efficiency platform, including the recu¬ 
peration and start-stop systems. The newly developed 
“cylinder on demand” technology also plays a very signifi¬ 
cant role. 

Under part load, it deactivates four of the eight cylinders 
for an efficiency gain that is particularly pronounced at mod¬ 
erate motorway speeds. A package of acoustic measures 
including the Active Noise Cancellation system suppresses 
possible intrusive noise and vibrations. 

The eight-speed tiptronic in the S8 unites sportiness and 
efficiency. It uses tall gears at low revs when possible, but 
downshifts quickly and comfortably when requested. The 
tiptronic delivers the power to a quattro drivetrain combining 
a self-locking centre differential with the sport differential on 
the rear axle. 

During dynamic driving, the lion’s share of the power flows 
to the outside wheel to literally push the large saloon into the 
corner.

Injuries to Long and Odemwingie may give Simon Cox a

STRIKER Simon Cox has 
pledged to fight for his place at 
Albion despite his lack of action 
at the start of this season. 

The forward has not played in the 
Premier League yet this term despite 
making the bench for each of the first 
three matches. 

But Cox, whose only club appearance so 
far came when he scored in the 4-1 Carling 
Cup win at Bournemouth, this week 
insisted that he will stay patient as he 
waits for a chance. 

“I’m a patient sort of person,” said Cox, who 
ended last season in his best form since joining 
the Baggies from Swindon in 2009. 

“It will depend how long I can be patient for 
before deciding if it’s best for me to stay or leave, 
but that’s a long time down the road yet and I’m 
happy to fight for my place. 

“The reason I’m not playing at club level is 


because we’ve got so many good players at The 
Hawthorns. It just isn’t my time at the moment 
but it will come. 

“With Shane Long having come in and done so 
well so far, it is good for us,” he added. 

Cox travelled with Ireland to Russia this week 
for the Euro 2012 qualifier. 

He is confident a lack of action at club level 
will not harm his international prospects after 
he burst onto the Ireland scene with two goals in 
the Carling Nations Cup at the end of last 
season. 

“I’m still the same player who came in for the 
Carling Nations Cup and the Macedonia game. 
I’m no different,” he said. 

Fitness 

Meanwhile, Albion are sweating on the fitness 
of both their main strikers for Sunday’s trip to 
Norwich after Shane Long withdrew from 
Ireland duty through injury. 

The summer signing returned to his club this 
week to have his calf muscle assessed after it 
failed to heal in time for the Euro 2012 qualifier 
in Russia. 


And Peter Odemwingie is also battling to be fit 
for the visit to Carrow Road, leaving boss Roy 
Hodgson facing an anxious wait for news on his 
forward line. 

Long was injured in Ireland training on 
Thursday, forcing him out of Friday’s qualifier 
against Slovakia at the Aviva Stadium. 

Boss Giovanni Trapattoni hoped Long would 
recover to make the trip to Moscow but those 
hopes were dashed at the weekend. 

Odemwingie spent last week being treated for 
the ankle injury that flared up again after he 
made his first and only appearance of the season 
as a substitute in the defeat to Chelsea on 
August 20.
